How all of them escaped with their lives is one of those won- 
derful incidents in an accident of this kind that will, perhaps, 
never be dicsovered. It was at first thought that Mrs. Curly had 
been killed. As soon as help was forthcoming the rescuers found 
her pinned beneath the wreckage. The force cf the collision had 
lifted a box car into the air and forced it on top of the street car, 
and before Mrs, Courly could be extricated from her perilous posi- 
tion it was necessary to raise the box car by means of levers. 
She was covered with blood and moaning as if in agony, observ- 
ers being horror-stricken at her appearance. 

At the time, apparently, Conductor Wentworth was in the 
front vestibule with Motorman Pascoe, just in front of the place 
where the full force of the impact was received, and they were 
taken from the debris in a semi-ccnscious condition. Both of 
them, the ambulance by that time not having arrived, were taken 
to the City Park hotel, where first aid was rendered and their 
wounds and bruises bandaged up. They each lost a considerable 
quantity of blood, but did not at any time entirely lose conscious- 
ness. Mrs. Stevenson was also taken to the City Park hotel, and 
although shaken up was not badly hurt. Mrs. Batt, when the 
Bulletin reporter arrived, was lying cn the sidewalk ,her head re- 
clining on the arms of a friend.

NO BI-LINGUAL SCHOOLS IN 
ALBERTA 


In his speech at the Liberal 
rally on Tuesday night on the 
South Side, Hon, J. R. Boyle, 
Minister of Education, set out 
concisely but fully the policy of 
the Sifton Government on the 
question of bi-lingual schools, As 
this is a matter of first impor- 
tance to the people of the prov- 
inee and its treatment by the 
Government equally a matter of 
importance, Mr. Boyle’s remarks 
on the subject are given in full. 


In Alberta we have no bi-lingual 
school. There is no need for any 
such, in my opinion, Where they 


have been established in Canada and 
the United States they have proven 
failures. The key to success in edu- 
cational work is in having the schools 
manned with efficient, well-trained 
teachers. To an intelligent teacher 
the fact that the native tongue of the 
majority of the pupils of the school is 
other than English is not a serious 
problem at all, English can be taught 
to forel#n children very satisfactorily 
by any Intelligent English teacher, 
trained in the art of teaching. Englis.1 
is the only language permitted to be 
used as the medium of standard for 
teachers, and it is the same for both 
separate and public schools. All our 
teachers are required to be educated 
to a high standard and to pass a test 
examination in evidence of the fact. 
Then they are required to take a 
course of professional training at one 
of our normal schools, We, of course, 
admit teachers from some of the other 
provinces where a standard equal to 
our own is maintained. We also ad- 
mit certain teachers from the old 
country and some from the United 
States, under certain conditions, the 
most important of which that, 
while their academic standing and nor- 
ma! school training may be recognize 4 
to a certain extent, they are required 
here to pass a satisfactory examinsa- 
tion in English and Canadian ‘ilstory, 
Canadian geography and civics, They 
are also required to attend a special 
cotirse of lectures for one month at 
one of our normal schools to get fa- 
Millar with our program of studies, 
ete. In every case Where teachers 
from the outside are admitted, the de- 
partment must be satisfied thot they 
have both academic standing and nor- 
mal schoo] training equal to our own 
We have one set of inspectors, 
The province divided into Inspec- 
toral districts, the boundaries of which 
require to be readjusted from time to 
time as the population increases, Our 
inapectors may be moved from one 
district to another at any time by the 
department. Each inspector inspects 
all schools; both separate and public, 
in his inspectorate. Wo have a uni- 
torm program of studies and a uni- 
form set of text books applying to all 
schools, both public and separate. 
Our truancy act is well enforces. 
The elties and towns under the act 
ats tL.) employ truancy offi- 
cers and ‘in the village and rural dis- 
tricts the department itself undertakes 
to enforce the act. The system of on- 
forcement so far has been to require 
the teacher in every case to make a 
quarterly return, giving full informa- 
tion not only as to the children in the 
district who may not have attended 
sehoo! at all during the quarter, @lv- 
ing reasons, if any, for such lack of 
attendance, Our inspectors also are 
requested ta report promptly aay 
eases of trancy which come to their 
knowledge, Tinese reports, when they 
come to the department, are consid 
ered by the chief truancy ¢fficer, who 
exercises his judgement are as wheth- 
or he should write a letter warning 
the parents at once. Asa rule 4 letier 
from the chief truancy officer with a 
copy of the truancy act has the effect 
of bringing the children along prompt- 
ly and regularly to school. Mr, Chad-

‘As to the problem of our foreign 
population, | may say that none of 
the foreign races have presented any 
special difficulties excepting the Rus- 
sian population. These are people 
from the provinces of Austria, mostly 
from Galicia and Bukowina, commo:- 
ly known by English people as Galic- 
fans or Ruthenians. Their nai‘ve 
tongue is a dialect of Russian, They 
are scattered im various parts of the 
country; some are found in almost all 
our cities, but the largest settlement 
is situated in the territory commenc- 
ing about thirty miles east of Edmon- 
ton. In this big settlement there are 
about one hundred and fifteen schools 
that are either solidly Russian or 
nearly 89. We give these schoois spe- 
celal attention by having Mr. Robert 
Wletcher, supervisor of foreign schools, 
located with his headquarters at La- 
mont, and who gives the schools in 
this big settlement the whole of |'s 
time and attention. His business {s 
to give the various school boardg the 
Denefit of his experience and ddvice 


in procuring the services of qualified 
teachers, and to keep himself well in- 
formed as to sources of supply of 
such teachers. He also undertakes to 
ofganize new districts among these 
people ae settloment spreads. In fact 
practically all the schools in this 
territory have been organized by Mr. 
Fletcher. These districts are the 
usual size~-about four miles square, 
School boarda in these settlements, 
through their tack of familiarity with 
representative institutions, sometimes 
tal’ to eonduet the business of thelr 
districts properly, and in such ceses 
Mr. letcher is appointed official trus- 
tee in the district and as such conducts 
its business entirely himself, When 
he is convinced that the people are 
prepared to elect a new school board 
that wili carry out the school Jaw and 
regulations he always resigns and has 
the ratepayers elect a board. This 
work which Mr, Pletcher has been do- 
ing for a number of years in this iarge 


settlement has had the result of train 
ing the electors In self-govenment to 
the extent that most districts now 


are able to satisfactorily conduct their 
schools with local school boards, At 
the present time Mr, Fletcher Is of- 
ficial trustee for about twenty dis 
tricts. A considerable number of the 
echools in this settlement have a small 
house fer the teacher connected there- 
with, o. In some cases a couple of 
small rooms added to the school for 
that purpese. Mr, Fletcher nas suc- 
ceeded in keeping regularly qualified 
teachers in most of these schools for a 
number of « with the result that 
the new evreration is growing up 
with a splondid command of the Bns- 
lingueee and a general educ.- 
cual to that being obtain:

I do not agree with the idea advan- 
cod by many people that the large 
foreign population we have In this 
country presents very great difficur- 
ties educationally, That is not so. We 
do not require, in my opinion, any 
special type of school for these people 
So long as We maintain o high stand- 
ard for our teachers we will have no 
difficulty in managing these schools. 
All that ts required ts intelligent, well- 
trained veachers, and 1 think schools 
among the foreign population wil 
prove to be as efficient as those among 
other classes of our people. IT am net 
in favor of granting special concessions 
to any race among our people, Where 
special concessions have boen sade in 
other parts of Canada they have bee 
made in my opinion chiefly for polit'- 
cal and not educational reasons, and 
the results, as a rule, have been dis- 
astrovs from an educational point of 
view.

EDUCATION IN MANITOBA 


The following are extracts from a 
letter by a resident of Manitoba who 
has made a study of the question of 
bi-lingual schools in that province. 
The reader is respectfully requested

in the schools of Alberta. 

In Manitoba there are today from 
100 to 120 Polish-Ruthenian _ bi- 
lingual schools, practically all of them 
being rural schools, Speaking gener- 
ally, the English taught in these 
schools is far from satisfactory, The 
children who attend them have but 
the poorest knowledge of English, If 
spoken to on the roadside they can be 
rarely got to answer, and if asked 
simple questions at school or tested 
with simple passages in their English 
readers they at once betray a seri- 
ous unfamiliarity with the. English 
idiom and the English accent. 

These bi-lingual schools are staffed 
almost exclusively by Polish-Ruthen- 
jan teachers. Usually these young 
fellows are conscientious and desirous 
of doing their best for the children 
under them, but their own command 
of the English language le aves much 
to be desired. 

For several years past the Mani- 
toba government has conducted 2 
Polish training college’ in’ Winnipes 
and a Ruthenian training college in 
Brandon, and it is in these two col- 
leges that over ninety per cent of the 
Polish-Ruthenian teachers in Mani- 
toba receive all the English education 
they enjoy. The Polish training col- 
lege is Conducted by A. F. Bloch, ».A., 
an American Pole and with no Ens- 
lish-speaking or other assistants, In 
their printed reports both Mr. Bloch 
and J. T. Cressy, principal of the 
Brandon training college, have ad- 
mitted that many of their students 
come to them knowing no English at
